A successful attempt at suicide 
was carried out Wednesday morning 
by Mrs. Molly Roberta Hardwick. 
wife of Dr. Richard Hardwick at 
lu>r homo In West Huntlngtou. Mrs. 
Hardwick was despondent over 111 
health being afflicted with nervous- 
ness brought on by her inability to 
sleep. 

▲ revolver was the means by 
which Mrs. Hardwick ended her life. 
Because of her weakened condition 
and the threats she had made to 
commit suicide members of the 
boueehold bad kept a constant 
watch over her. She obtained the re- 
volver from the home of her sister, 
Mrs. Bam Dock Smith, at Kenova, 
where she visited Tuesday. She ob- 
tained the weapon at lb« Smith 
home without the knowledge of the 
members of the Smith family. Dr. 
Hardwick had watched his wife 
uloeely for three days because of her 
throats to kill herself. 

Mrs. Smith was at her sister's 
bedalde a few minutes bofore the 
traced) occurred as was Dr. Hard- 
wick. Mrs. .Smith went to the lower 
floor to her breakfast leaving Dr. 
and Mrs. Hardwick In the latter* 
bedroom. Mrs. Hardwick asked her 
husouud to get her a drink of wat- 
er aud while he was In the bath 
room his wife fired the shot which 
ended her life. Hushing to the room 
the members of the household found 
blood pouring from Mrs. Hardwlck's 
temple and the revolver lying on the 
floor near the bed. Dr. L. T. Vin- 
son was summoned though his ser- 
vices were of no avail as death was 
Instantaneous.

Work on the natural gas pipe line 
which will bring natural gas from 
the West Virginia fields to Louis- 
ville, Is in full swiug. Along the 20O 
miles more than a thousand ' men 
are digging trenches and laying 
pipe, while several hundred more 
are busy clearing the right of way, 
hauling the pipe and stringing it 
along the ground. Many miles of the 
line are completed and ready fox 
the initial pressure test of 350 
pounds per square inch. The line 
is designed to transmit 15,000,000 
cubic feet of gas per day at thia 
pressure. 

The work is organized in two> 
divisions.. One division operates lu 
the mountains and the other in the 
Bluegrass. Each of these divisions 
has two large gangs working in op- 
posite directions from an original 
starting point, and, in addition, a 
floating gang which does the special 
work at railroad crossings, rivers, 
and creeks. 

The headquarters of the moun- 
tain division are at Palntsville. 
Work in that diBtrlct was started 
about Beven inileB north of Palnta- 
ville, and the two gangs are now 
over twenty miles apart. A special, 
gang has constructed a croislng un- 
der the Licking river at West Ltb- 
erty, and Js now at work on the" 
Levisa Fork of the Big Sandy at 
Whltehouse, Advantage has been 
taken of the dry weather to cross 
most of the rivers and large reeks. 

In the Bluegrass division work 
was begun at the Kentucky river. 
The east gang is at present work- 
ing around Versailles, while the 
west gang is now only about thirty 
miles away from Louisville. 

The crossing of the Kentucky riv- 
er was the most lnteretslng feature 
of the work. At all river crossings 
two pipes, instead of one, are laid 
to provide for any possible con- 
tingency. The hannel of the Ken- 
tucky river was dredged by float- 
ing steam dredges; the pipe wua 
carried out on barges and, ater be- 
ing screwed and clamped together, 
was suspended between two parallel 
barges from which It was lowered 
into its final resting place. The riv- 
er was fortunately at a low stage 
when this work was done. Sound- 
ings after the pipe was placed show- 
ed that both pipes were burled In 
the trench that had been excavated. 
The current In the stream has now 
covered the pipes with silt.

THE ROAD PROPOSITION. 



The Sheriff's office Is certainly 
oue of the most important In the 
county. The most serious troubles 
Lawrence county has ever experiu- 
ced have been brought about by 
Sheriffs who fell short of the dif- 
ficult requirements of the office.

black powder is also employed. 
Straight alignment of the trench in 
this rocky soil, up and down hill, Is 
difficult to attain. 

Hauling the pipe out to the right 
of way is no easy task. In most 
places theri are no roads, and this 
hauling has to be done along the 
creek bottoms. Railroads are remote 
and the pipe is often hau^d twen- 
ty-five niileB by teams through the 
mountains— a trip that has some- 
limes taken three days. When the 
pipe is unloaded from the wagons It 
has yet to be hauled up precipitous 
hills, where it is hardly possible to 
find a foothold. The men employ- 
ed In this branch of the work are 
all mountaineers and inured to the 
hardships. 

In the morning you can see the 
cleared right of way and at night 
you will see a half mile of trencli 
impteted and ready for the pipe 
Stmt', which follows a mile behind 
the ditching gang. Sixteen men are 
needed to carry a length of pipe, 
which weighs a thousand pounds, 
and so the work goes on.

JiiBt at this time it is highly im- 
portant that the attenion of all 
farmers be directed to the neces- 
sity of looking now for a supply of 
s''ril torn for next season. 

If you have a reasonably good va- 
riety of corn on your own farm, the 
place to look for seed is lu your 
own field, but in case your neigh- 
bor has a better Btrain of corn than 
you have, it would be wise to bar- 
gain with him to let you go into his 
field and select sufficient seed for 
next year's crop. 

The seed corn test next winter or 
early spring will be an operation 
tha' you cannot afford to neglect, 
but it will merely be a sad disap- 
pointment If you depend upon se- 
lecting your seed corn from the 
crib, through the winter, since It 
will merely reveal the fact that very- 
little If any of It Is fit for seed. 
| There are many thlngB to take 
Into consideration In selecting seed 
corn. These points concern not only 
the ear itself but also the stalk up- 
on which it grows, hence another 
reason for the desirnbiliyt of se- 
lecting seed corn from the field, 
oefore the corn is cut. 

Seed corn should be selected lu 
the fall just as It is coming to ma- 
turity. Select well dovelpoed ears 
growing upon well developed and 
vigorous stalks, and of the same 
maturity. Mark them and allow them 
to mature. Do not select large ears 
from stalks that have grown In hills 
by themselves, that have been ex- 
tremely favored in the way of rich 
spots or have been favored in re- 
gard to moisture present, but pro- 
fer those that have produced most 
heavily when growing under aver- 
age conditions. Other things being 
eu.mil, select ears from short thick 
stalks rather than from talll slen- 
der oneB, as the latter are more 
likely to be blown down. Never se- 
lect an ear that Is extremely long 
of shank, but rather select one of 
a medium shank with the tip point- 
ing downward at an angle of about 
4f> degrees. Perfer ears that do not 
have a gross, coarse, heavy husk.. 

The vitality of seed corn is great- 
ly Injured if not destroyed by se- 
vere freezing while the grain con- 
talus a large percentage of mois- 
ture. This reminds us of the ne- 
cessity not only of selecting In the 
early fall but also of drying the 
ears carefully before freezing weath- 
er. 

I This can be easily accomplished 
In many ways but perhaps no eas- 
ier or Bafer method could be sug- 
gested than that of tying several 
tars one above the other lu loops 
In a piece of binder twine, and hang 
Itg the whole row lu a well venti- 
lated loft or attic. Care must be 
taken to provide safety from rats 
and mice. 

I This careful selection of seed 
. corn will not do awuy with the ne- 
oesst;y of testing the seed next 
spring, but that operation will then, 
In all probability, reveal more grat- 1 
I fying facts. 

Remember that within the next 
few days we will largely determine 
the fate of next year's corn crop.

Considerable Time and Labor In- 
volved, but It Pays Fancy Breed- 
er to Pedigree His Birds 
and Eliminate Culls. 

In practicing linn breeding I use 
trap nestH In my breeding pens dur- 
ing the batching season. If 1 wish to 
keep a record of the chicks from In- 
dividual hens, each hen's eggs are sot 
under bantam hens. These little 
midgets are Just the things for this 
purpose, as they will cover from 
seven to ten eggs, so you can set 
each lien's eggs before they are too 
old. 

After the chicks are hatched, each 
brood is placed in separate coups' 
with runB attached, and when a 
week old are toe-marked with a punch 
made for the purposn, which can be 
procured at any poultry supply house, 
or a harness punch may be used, 
writes Archie E. Vandervort of Dela- 
ware county, N. Y., In the Farm and j 
Home. As will be seen by the dia- 
gram, a good many different marks 
can be made. The coops are placed 
In convenient places about tho farm 
as far apart as possible, bo if a chick 
happens to get out of the yard it will 
not mingle with the others. 

After they are three or four 
months old they are leg-banded with 
sealed bands and then are allowed to 
run together. All the band numbers 
are carefully recorded, as well as the

First Egg From White Leghorn 
Chicken at Four Months and Four- 
teen Days at Ohio College. 

A single-comb White Leghorn pul- 
let, that laid her firBt egg Just four 
months and four.'een days from the 
date of her hatching, is one of the re- 
sults of breeding for early maturity 
obtained by the Ohio Agricultural 
college. The usual age at which pul- 
lets begin laying Is about six months. 
This extraordinary fowl was one of a, 
proup of 720 that were hatched at the 
same time. Five or «lx others from 
this group began laying much earlier 
than ordinary fowls, showing that it 
pays to breed for early maturity. 
They were from the Yesterlaid strain 
af single-comb White Leghorns, that 
had been bred especially to develop 
early laying. 

It may be interesting to know Ju9t 
how this flock was fed. From tho 
first day to tho sixth week they re- 
ceived twice a day a grain ration of 
two pounds fine cracked corn and 
three pounds cracked wheat. Up un- 
til the twenty-first day they also re- 
ceived three times a day a moist 
mash composed of four pounds rolled 
oats, three pounds cornmeal. three 
pounds wheat middlings, elx pounds 
wheat bran, four pounds sifted meat 
Bcraps, two. pounds alfalfa meal, one- 
(|itarter pound bone meal, one-quarter 
pound fine charcoal. This waB mixed 
with skim milk or buttermilk and fed 
In shallow trays. From the sixth 
week to maturity they received a 
grain ration of two pounds crncked 
corn nnd two pounds whole wheat, fed 
In open hoppers. From the twenty- 
first day to maturity they received a 
ntash compoaed Of one pound rolled 
oats, en* pound corn meal; one 

pound w'heat middlings, two pounds 
wheat bran, one pound sifted ment 
scraps, one-half pound alfalfa meal, 
two ounces line charcoal. This was 
fed dry In open hoppers. In addition 
they w-ero given green foods and 
grits.
